These, in their 
order of importance as shade trees, 
are post oak, live oak and pecan. 
I 
realize that very few people in this 
section of country ever consider plant­ 
ing the post oak. 
The very fact that 
it is growing everywhere makes it too I 
common for the average person to 
give it due consideration. 
This tree 
will live loneer. will grow- to a greater 
size and will be freer from insect pest 
and disease than any other tree we 
have. 
The live oak also lives a very long 
time, furnishes abundant shade and Is 
extremely hardy. 
The pecan will hardly average up 
to the first two in hardiness, but is a 
fine shade tree and can be made to 
yield an abundant cron of nuts. 
Tt might be advisable to nlant dif­ 
ferent parts of the road with differ­ 
ent species, so that some of all three 
kinds could be used. 
If this is done, 
care should be taken to have the same j 
kind of tree on each side of the road 
as far as that particular k’nd went. 
I 


b elieve it would he a good idea 
to 
have at the beginning of the 
road, 
both on the Bryan and C ollege ends. 
a pair of evergreen trees, 
such 
as 
cupreous 
Arfzoni, a 
or 
Cupressu?

In regard to planting out these trees 
I wish to make the following offer to 
the Woman's Club of Bryan:

T will supervise the cultivation 
of these trees. 
I nvikp these offers with the under­ 
standing that the Woman’s Club will 
seeure the right of way for the trees 
will arrange to have them cultivated 
at least once every two weeks during 
the dimmer for the first five years, 
and w ill see that the trees are pro 
tected from stork. 
I believe it would 
be a waste of your time and monev 
for mu to have these trees planted 
out lf von do not provide for their 
thorough cultivation and 
protection 
from stock. 
The trees 
should 
he 
planted before February 15th 


In undertaking this proposition you 
should not expect every tree to live, 
nor should you expect the trees to be­ 
come large shade trees in fine or two 
years. 
If, however, the 
trees 
are 
properly planted, riven good atten­ 
tion and protected from stock. I can 
sec no reason whv they should not in 
a reasonable length of time make an 
avenue that will excite the admiration 
of every one traveling this magnifi­ 
cent road.
